Rent Control Fight 


Is Last Word in 


Political Futility 


Nobody love a landlord, as the 


saying goes; and The Star was 
probably playing the popular game 
when, during the war, it belliger- 


riK. ently urged enforcement of federal 
rr1 rent control in this area. 


It may not be so nopula" todny 


to oppose rent control, but thai we 
<io. because the fac's v'stify oi'r 
position — now as 
then. 
Back 


in war days the government had 
forbidden construction 
of 
new 


houses, which created a monopoly 
in the housing which already ex- 
isted. Therefore rent control was 
justified — an one arbitrary action 
to correct another action, and both 
of them due entirely to the emcrg- 
?&i,mcy of war. But the war is over, 
jjjj. there is no embargo on home con- 
~ struction — and no reason but a 


political one for oven arguing that 
rent control should be continued. 


I mention the foregoing because 


the watered-down rent control bill 
which was finally put through cong- 
ress and sinned Wednesday night 
represents an absolutely new low 
for the prestige of President Tru- 
man. We now know -here is no po- 
litical trick to which the White 
House palace guard wouldn't stoop 


, - —-And the only reason that wartime 
^fr'rqnt control wasn't kept in full 
force was because the congress re- 
mained fsithful to Ama'-icrn prin- 
ciples and succeeded in 
pulling 
most of the bill's teeth. 


It is obvious. OL course, that Mr. 


Truman feels he is favoring union 
labor by attempting 
to destroy 


property rights and enforcing war- 
time rent control when the nation 
actually is at peace — because lab- 
or is supposed to be a class of 
rent.prg rather than property own- 
ers.But this is a dangerous assump- 


,'t.j tion for two roafons: (1) Because

half true, and (2) because it is a 
frank attempt to "sell" the Ameri- 
can people on the idea that their 
station- in life is frozen, and no op- 
portunity will r>vn« be offered for

What no man should overlook is 


the fact that as long as the federal 
government claims the power to 
control peacetime rents lhe specu- 
lative conslruclion of new homes 
will be discouraged. Every man

one at a reasonable figurn is in a 
plentiful market — but there'll be 
no plentiful market while the White 
House palpcp trnnr-H nl-ys nolitics 
with worn-out war legislation.
